Secretary of Agriculture is 
directed by law' to proclaim quotas 
for the next crop vvihen the total 
upland cotton supply exceeds nor­ 
mal, it is the grow ers themselves 
who decide w hether or not quotas 
shall be used. Previous votes on 
the subject have been outstand­ 
ingly favorable. M arketing quotas 
for the 1964 upland cotton crop 
were approved by 94 percent of 
the growers voting. 
A llotm ents and other program 
details for individual farm s will 
be made available to growers, so 
th at farm ers m ay have the in­ 
form ation prior to the Dec. 15 
referendum. D etails of the dom­ 
estic allotm ent program will be 
tnnounced later if quotas are ap­ 
proved.
